But an. attorney for the 
beautyshopowner, Mrs/R^th ; 
V. Jordon of 9200 Peregoy 
Drive, Kensington, - said Mrs. 
Jones was dismissed not be- 
cause;, of any involvement' in 
the Bremer, trial, but because 
of a spotty attendance record. 

Mrs. Jones said . she has 
complained about -the tiring to 
Prince Georges County Circuit 
.Court Judge William H. Me- - 
Cullough. 

’ McCullough ; . acknowledged 
last night that Mrs.: Jones had 
complained to him last week. 

■‘‘1 wrote to her employer, tell- 
ing her that Mrs. Jones was 
sitting on a case that lasted 
' longer than usual and that the 
jury was sequestered and 
c o u 1 d n ’t make (telephone) 
calls out,” the judge said. : 

- He said he also cited the 
Maryland law that an employ- 
er may not deprive ah em- 
ploye of her job because she is
